Tlie Office Action dated 03/07/2007 has been carefully considered, hi response thereto, 
please enter the following election and consider the following remiirks. 

ELECTION 

The Office states that the claims arc directed to distinct inventions and requires restriction 
to one of Group I (claims 21 -97 and 1 1 3-129) or Group H (claims 98-1 12). 

hi response to the restriction requirement, Applicants elect Group T (claims 21-97 and 
113-129).

In addition^ the Oflice stales that the claims are directed to patentably distinct species and 
requires clcctioa for prosecution of Species I (Figs. 3A-3F), or Species 11 (Figs. 6A-6B), 

In response to the election of species requirement. Applicants elect Species I. Claims 21- 
37, 39-41, 43-65, 68-93, 95, 1 13-1 14, 1 17, 123-127, and 129 are readable on elected Species L 
Applicants respectfully request that claims 21, 47, 85, 113, and 125 be designated as generic. 

This election is made mth traverse. 

Fust, in tlie interests of equity and fairness, Applicant should be entitled to pursue different 
types and species of claims in the present application, so as to fully protect the disclosed uivention. 
If the restriction is maintained, Applicant will need to bear the costs associated with pursuing 
multiple patent applications to protect each type of claim, and pay multiple different maintenance 
fees if patents are granted. Applicants have already paid for the examination of tlie additional 
claims in the form of additional filing fees for the additional claims. 

Second, with regard to the election of species requirement in particular, MPEP §806.04(f) 
states that "a requirement for restriction to a single species may be proper if the species arc 
mutually exclusive'*. Here, the identified species are rtot mutually exclusive. Both Fig. 3 A 
(Species I) and Fig. 6A (Species U) are examples of a proof sheet and order form that can be used 
with the system 1 0 of Fig. 1 . To begin witli, many elements illustrated in Fig. 3 A such as the first 
identity marker 60 (Fig, 3 D), the second identity marker 62 (Fig. 3F), and the "select pictures for 
storage" user designation area 66 (Fig. 3E) are also illustrated in Fig. 6A as identity markers 86, 88, 
and "select pictures for storage" user designation area 90. hi addition, a plurahly of thumbnail 
images "T' are illustrated on the proof sheet and order forms of both Fig. 3A and Fig. 6.A. 
Furthermore, it is apparent that user designation area 54 (Fig. 3C) that denotes the allowable print 
sizes of the corresponding thumbnail "P' 52 could be added to the proof sheet and order form 
(album form) 72 of Fig. 6A in order to specify tlie size at which the corresponding image is to be 
printed on the album page, in addition to tlie "Rotate Image" designation option 84 which specifies 
the rotation at which the image is to be printed on the album page. Designation areas 54 (for size)
